WASHINGTON, May 8 (R). — 
Former Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger today urged ap- 
proval of President Carter's 
proposed sale of military pla- 
nes to Egypt, Saudi Arabia 
and Israel, but be said the Is- 
raelis should get more aircraft 
than Mr. Carter had requested. 

He told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee the num- 
ber of aircraft to be sold to 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia was 
appropriate, but Israel should 
get an increase to take into 
account the sales to Arab co- 
untries.

Regretted 

Dr. Kissinger said be regret- 
ted that the sale at aircraft 


to Israel had been linked with 
ifre Arab sales and said the 
numbers of aircraft for Israel 
were “at the very lowest end 
of the spectrum.” 

He recommended that Cong- 
ress ask the Carter administ- 
ration to submit new proposa- 
ls for Israel, taking into acco- 
unt the fact that when the 
Israeli sales were originally di- 
scussed they did not provide 
for the arming of Arab coun- 
tries by the United States. 

He said the number of- Isra- 
eli F-15s should be equal to 
those being sold to Arab coun- 
tries and the number of F-16& 
should be increased by mutu- 
al agreement. 

Dr. Kissinger noted that Is- 
rael now had 25 F-15s and 
would require an additional 35 
to bring it up to the level of 
the proposed sale to Saudi Ara- 
bia.

No objections 

The Egyptian leader only 
last week said peace moves 
would continue, but today he 
told reporters wbo asked him 
whether there were obstacles 
to the conference : “I don’t 
expect (there to be), especia- 
lly after President Nimeirfs 
tour.” 

He added : “We have no ob- 
jections either to the date or 
the venue.” 

Asked about the outcome of 
President Nimelri's talks in 
Damascus and Baghdad, Mr. 
Sadat said it was up to the 
Sudanese leader to reply to 
this question. Gen. Nimeiri de- 
clined to comment. 

The Sudanese leader, whose 
country is current Chairman 


of the 22-member Arab League 
Council, was asked by the Le- 
ague last March to reconcile 
Arab differences and convene 
an Arab summit to restore so- 
lidarity. 

He said last week that re- 
lations between Egypt and five 
hairi-line Arab countries would 
first have to be restored. 

President Nimeiri’s press se- 
cretary, Mohammad Mahgoub 
Soliman, Indicated in a state- 
ment to the press yesterday 
that differences still existed 
between Egypt and its Arab 
critics. 

But be said of the visits to 
Damascus and Baghdad : “The 
points of agreement far exce- 
ed those of disagreement.” 

Syrian President Hafez As- 
sad was quoted in an interview 
with the Abu Dhabi newspaper 
A1 Wahda today as calling on 
Egypt to end all direct conta- 
cts with Israel. 


NO LINKAGE 
BETWEEN PLANES 
AND OIL, SAYS 
•YAMANI 

TAIF, Saudi Arabia. May 8 
(AP). — Ahmad Zaki Yama- 
ni, Saudi oil minister, said 
Sunday that there was no 
direct “linkage" between his 
nation’s oil policy and the 
planned sale of 60 F-15 figh- 
ter Jets to Saudi Arabia by 
the United States. 

But he said it would be 
“naive” to think that a re- 
fusal by the Americans to 
sell the jets would not have 
a long-range effect on gene- 
ral U.S.-Saudi relations. 

“How much cooperation 
we give will depend on how 
much cooperation we get,” 
he said. 


Mr. Church said he thought 
the vote on Mr. Carter’s plan 
could go either way. 

“Why have a showdown ?*’ 
Mr. Church asked on the Col- 
umbia Broadcasting system’s 
‘Tace the Nation” television 
programme. 

“How can it serve the na- 
tional interest to force this to 
a showdown in the congress. A 
debate will be bruising on Sa- 
udi sensitivities, it will arouse 
new suspicions on the side of 
the Israelis, it will be an Im- 
pediment to peace in the Mid- 
dle East,” he said.

Chinese look West for technology 


PARIS, May 8 (R). — Chinese leaders now touring Western Europe 
are shopping for in dus trial complexes and advanced armaments 
which French officials say could be worth billions of dollars. 
Chinese Vlce-Premler Ku Mu and a 20 member delegation are 
spending 10 days in France i nspecti n g industrial btstaffitfions and 
later intend to visit Switzerland, Denmark and West Germany. 
Today they saw a newly-completed nuclear power station fat the 
Shone valley and tomorrow wiD visit the French engineering 
company which builds nuclear reactors. Another Chinese dele- 
gation is currently visiting Britain and a military missio n toured 
France to inspect warplanes, helicopters and missiles. 


Arabs protest to Waldheim 
at delay in Israeli 
withdrawal from S. Lebanon 

UNITED NATIONS, May 8 (R). — Ambassador Abdafla Bishara of Kuwait, acting on behalf of the 
Arab group, today expressed concern to Secretary General Kurt Waldheim that Israeli Forces had not 
yet completely withdrawn from southern Lebanon. A U.N. spokesman said the meeting with Mr. Bi- 
shara, a member of the Security Council, took place at the Kuwaiti envoy’s request. 


The former secretary of st- 
ate also said limitations sho- 
uld be worked out on the de- 
ployment and equipping of the 
Saudi F-15s to ensure that 
they were used defensively. 

Yesterday Senator Frank 
Church, ranking democrat on 
the powerful Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, urged Pr- 
esident Carter to compromise 
on his controversial proposal 
to sell advanced warplanes to 
Saudi Arabia in order to avoid 
a bruising, showdown vote in 
Congress. 


Following their latest parti- 
al withdrawal on April 30, Is- 
raeli troops sill hold about 35 
per cent of the Lebanese ter- 
ritory they occupied in march 
in a drive against Palestinian 
guerrilla bases. 

The Security Council on Ma- 
rch 19 called on Israel to wi- 
thdraw its forces forthwith. 

Israel has said it will com- 
plete its pull-out as soon as 
the UJ4. Interi m Force in Le- 
banon (UNIFIL) is able to ta- 
ke over to prevent the return 
of guerrillas to the south. 

In a progress report on the 
U.N. force published today, 
Mr. Waldheim said that, as of 
May 5, it numbered just over 
4,000. 

The council on May 3 appro- 
ved an increase in UNIFIL's 


strength to 6,000. 

The report raid the situati- 
on remained stable in the cen- 
tral and western sectors but 
that tension had significantly 
increased in the Tyre area. 

This was the scene of a nu- 
mber of incidents last week 
which took the lives of two 
French soldiers and o ne Se ne- 
galese serving with UNIFIL. A 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) liaison officer was 
also killed and about a dozen 
French soldiers, including the 
French contingent commander, 
were wounded. 

In his report, Mr. Waldheim 
again appealed to all govern- 
ments and other parties to ex- 
tend all possible suppo rt and 
cooperation to UNIFIL. 

A footnote said it had been 


difficult, and in man y cases 
impossible, for UNIFIL to iden- 
tify the armed elements invo- 
lved in the incidents. 

“The non-UN IF IL armed el- 
ements in the Tyre area are 
associated with a variety of 
Lebanese and Palestinian fac- 
tions,” it said. 

Meanwhile in Damascus PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
reviewed the general Arab sit- 
uation as well as the situation 
in Lebanon, official sources 


said. The meeting was atten- 
ded by Mr. Salah Khalaf, Mr. 
Mohammad Ghoneim and Mr. 
KhaJed AJ Hassan, members of 
the central committee of Fat- 
ah, the major guerrilla move- 
ment. 

The sources said the talks 
covered Sudanese President Ja- 
afar Nimeiri’s Arab tour whi- 
ch so far took him to Egypt, 
Syria and Iraq in an attempt 
to heal the Arab rift follow- 
ing Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat’s controversial trip to 
Jerusalem last November.

UNIFIL moves HQ ne 9“ tiate ' Da » an 


TYRE, Lebanon, May 8 (R ). — United Nations peace-keeping 
troops in Lebanon today completed a move of headquarters 50 
kms. south from the Zahrani oil terminal to a post near the border 
with Israel. The move from the terminal compound near the port 
of Sidon to Nakoura. only 4 kms. from the border, followed a 
number of incidents involving U.N. personnel. . .. 

Among these, U.N. sources said, was the disappearance for 
several days last week of Cblin Rodker. a British civilian commu- 
nications expert attached to the U.N. Truce Supervision Organisa- 
tion (UNTSO). Mr. Rodker, who later reported to an UNTSO post 
at Nakoura, disappeared on Tuesday - - the day U.N. troops clash- 
ed with leftist guerrillas in southern Lebanon. 

There were no indications, meanwhile, that French troops 
deployed in Tyre were leaving following last week’s clash. Press 
reports published here today quoted French Foreign Minister Louis 
de Guiringaud as saying in an interview with Europe one radio 
la st nig ht that the troops would soon be transferred as part of 
UNTFTL's redeployment and “placed in a situation less difficult 
than Tyre.” 


Another official shot 
as search for Moro 
continues in Italy 


tells London meeting 


ROME, May 8 (R). — A senior 
health official was shot in the 
leg in Milan today as police 
bunted for former Premier AI- 
do Moro and political leaders 
awaited the next move of Mr. 
Mora’s Red Brigades kidnapp- 
ers. 

The Red Brigades announ- 
ced on Friday (they were car- 
rying out their threat to kill 
their hostage, but they kept 
silent over the weekend. 

There was no indication wh- 
ether they were involved in 
today’s shooting in Milan in 
which two gunmen, one of th- 
em masked, fired three shots 
at Professor Diego Fava, 52, 
as he arrived for work at Ita- 
ly’s National Health Insurance 
Institute (IN AM). 

Hit twice 

He was hit twice in the le- 
ft leg and his assailants fled 
in a waiting car, police said. 
It was the 18th leg-wounding 
incident in Italy this year. 

The Red Brigades claimed 
responsibility for two other 
acts of violence involving em- 
ployees of the Sit-Siemens el- 
ectrical company in Milan-- a 
leg-shooting last Thursday and 
the destruction of a car this 
morning. 

A Red Brigades statement 
left in a telephone box said 
the leg-shooting victim, execu- 
tive Umberto Degli Innocent!, 
was a "dirty individual who 
merited the nickname of Mu- 
ssolini.” 

. The Red Brigades set off a 
fire bomb under the car of Ra- 
inier! Hermes, a militant of 
the moderate Communist Par- 
ty, and said he was campaign- 
ing at Sit-Siemens ' "aeainst 
the revolutionary vanguard 
and the workers’ movement-” 

Meanwhile thousands of po- 
lice continued their hunt for 
Mr. Moro in Rome, the Umbria 


hills north of the capital and 
the northern port of Genoa. 

In Rome, hundreds of pol- 
ice hunted through several dis- 
tricts including the area near 
the railway terminus and uni- 
versity where many students 
live. They said they were se- 
arching for extreme leftists 
wbo had disappeared. 


LONDON, May 8 (R). — Isra- 
eli Foreign Minister Moshe Da- 
yan held talks with British 
ministers here today on poss- 
ible next moves in the stalled 
Egyptian-Israeli peace dialogue. 

He First met Foreign Secre- 
tary David Owen and later cal- 
led on Prime Minister James 
Callaghan to review prospects 
for an Arab-Israeli settlement, 
British officials said. 

Mr. Dayan came here yes- 
terday specially to address a 
meeting celebrating the 30th 
anniversary of Israel’s founda- 
tion. 

He told some 15,000 people 
at the meeting that if the Ar- 
abs did not want to discuss 
peace, Israel would have to 
continue the way it had for 
three decades. 

Mr. Dayan accused the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) of wanting to destroy 
Israel. 

He said that when Egyptian 
President Sadat came to Jeru- 
salem in November last with 
his peace initiative, “we offer- 
ed him more than anybody ev- 
er thought we would.” But, 
Mr. Dayan added : “What is 
happening now is that Sadat 
and Egypt do not want to ne- 
gotiate with us.” 

Mr. Dayan’s talks here are 
in the light of the discussions 
he and Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begin have just had in 


Washington with the Carter 
administration, 

Mr. Dayan in his speech last 
night said : "We are still say- 
ing : let us sit down at the ta- 
ble and work out the differe- 
nces between Egypt and Israel, 
The problems of demilitarisati- 
on and land settlement - these 
are the problems that can be 
solved.” 

Before leaving Tel Aviv for 
London and Scandinavia yes- 
terday, Mr. Dayan said Israel 
was waiting to hear whether 
Egypt agreed to resume Mid- 
dle East peace talks on sub- 
stantive matters. 

The Israeli-Egyptian talks 
were broken off early this year 
over failure to reach agreeme- 
nt on a statement of principles 
in which Cairo was calling for 
Israel’s full withdrawal from 
Arab territories captured in 
the 1967 war and over the 
question of self-determination 
for the Palestinians. 

Dr. Owen and his wife today 
gave an official luncheon for 
the Israeli foreign minister and 
Mrs. Dayan. 

The guests included: Mr. 
Jeremy Thorpe, Liberal Party 
spokesman on foreign affairs : 
Lord Carrington, leader of the 
Conservative (opposition) Par- 
ty In the House of Lords and 
Mr. Harold Lever, Labour cab- 
inet minister specialising in 
oil and international economic 
issues.

TEL AVIV, May 8 (AP). — 
Israel’s firm opposition to U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter's pla- 
nned sales of sophisticated jet 
fighters to Saudi Arabia has 
focused attention on the gro- 
wing importance of what Is- 
raeli military planners call 
“the Eastern Front” 

Egypt --the Western Front 
. - has declined as a military 
threat because the Soviet Uni- 
on hasn't replaced the planes 
and tanks lost in the 1973 
Yom Kippur war, and Preside- 
nt Sadat pledged “no more 
war” during his visit to Jeru- 
salem last November. 

On the east are the front- 
line confrontation states of 
Syria and Jordan, who haven’t 
followed Sadat’s peace initia- 
tive; and they are backed, in 
the Israeli view, by Iraq and 
the oil-rich Saudis. 

Israel's new chief of staff, 
Lt.-Gen. Raphael Eytan, asked 
about the Eastern Front dur- 
ing a recent interview, said, 
“ever since the Yom Kippur 
war, this front has perhaps be- 
come the most dangerous one 
for IsraeL” 

It is dangerous, he said, be- 
cause it is close to Israel’s po- 
pulation centres and because 
of the military might on fee 


East: The Syrians and Iraqis 
armed by fee Soviet Union, 
Jordan with tough bedouin fi- 
ghters and western equipment 
including U.S. Hawk missies. 

“In my view,” the military 
chief said, “we must also in- 
clude Saudi Arabia on this 
front We must not ignore that 
country’s military potential, 
which Is in fact unlimited -- 
because it is today capable of 
purchasing, establishing or ma- 
nufacturing anything it wan- 
ts, with no restrictions.” 

High pay 

Eytan judged Iraq’s army 
as stonger than Syria’s and 
said Saudi Arabia could over- 
come its manpower shortage 
easily by offering high pay to 
Palestinians or other Arabs. 
Iraq would quickly forget *ts 
dispute with Syria in fee eve- 
nt of war wife Israel, Eytan 
said. 

The Israeli air force. In past 
wars, has attacked Jordan, Sy- 
ria and Iraq, but Saudi Arabia 
previously was nett regarded 
as a confrontation state even 
though It contributed a few 
troops in 1948. 1967 and 1973, 
and it has been spared fee at- 
tention of Israeli bombers. 


But Israel’s estimate of the 
situation has changed, as Def- 
ence Minister Ezer Weizman 
said in a recent speech : “Ev- 
er since we started in 1948, 
our air force has had priority 
targets -- for bombing Egypt, 
Libya ... we never had such 
targets in Saudi Arabia, beca- 
use its wealth is all east of 
the Gulf and we had no reas- 
on to attack than. 

"But now fe“re Is the Ta- 
buk air base, about 180 miles 
from Eilat ... why is ft there? 
sot to defend Saadf Arabia, 
but to be able to take part in 
a battle agajns,t Israel. So 
why should the United States 
sell feem the most sophistica- 
ted war toys while we are hi 
the middle of peace negotiati- 
ons?” 

The thought of an Israeli air 
attack on Saudi Arabia must 
cause endless worry througho- 
ut the oil-consuming industri- 
alised world, but Israelis have 
not shrunk from mentioning 
fee Dossibility.

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Wisdom from 
Saudi Arabia 

The signals and suggestions that are going back 
and forth between Saudi Arabian and American 
officials, primarily through the news media, should 
be pondered closely by more than just the Saudis 
and the Americans, because what is taking place 
in the case of the proposed sale of American jet 
fighter planes to Saudi Arabia is potentially far more 
important than a simple' bilateral deal. 

The Saudis are too cautious and too polite to 
“threaten” the Americans with retaliatory action if 
the plane sale is blocked for some reason. It is 
primarily the misleading propaganda of the Zionist 
forces in the Western world that tries to picture the 
Saudis and the Arabs as being ready to raise oil 
prices or cut back oil production as a retaliatory act 
against the U.S. This is sheer nonsense. The Saudis 
would be hurting themselves more than anyone else 
if they dared venture into an economic and political 
confrontation with the United States, and they know 
it very well. 

But as Oil Minister Yamani and Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud A1 Feisal have both said, rejection of 
the American plane sale to Saudi Arabia would give 
the Saudis reason to think over their long-term 
relationships with the United States. This is not a 
threat. It is a statement of rational, long-term thought, 
not unlike statements Jimmy Carter makes about 
America’s long-term plans if, say, the Russians don’t 
pull a few thousand tanks out of East Europe. 

Jordan was in a similar situation vis-a-vis the 
United States a few years ago when it wanted to 
buy Hawk missiles. That deal was finally approved 
after some rather un decorous debate in the Congress, 
similar to the equally undecorous debate now taking 
place about the sale of planes to the Saudis. If getting 
essential defensive weapons from the United States 
is a process that is not worth the trouble of getting 
through, and there are other sources of arms, then 
the United States will have to anticipate the day 
when too many narrow-minded senators are going to 
cause some of America’s staunchest friends to start 
looking elsewhere for arms, and cars, and planes, 
and power stations and washing machines. This is 
not a threat, and the Jordanians and Saudi Arabians 
are the last people in the world who would go around 
threatening the United States. But it is an accurate 
statement of potential contingencies, and the Saudi 
Arabians are to be applauded for making that 
statement loud and clear. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Following the sudden improvement in American-Israeli rela- 
tions, the Israeli government has unabashedly unveiled its expan- 
sionist plans and aggressive intentions without any regard for 
the nation of more than 100 million Arabs, AL RA*l said in its 
editorial Monday. 

The newspaper says that following the militant statements by 
the Israeli deputy defence minister and chief of staff and the 
policy statement by the Israeli foreign minister, Israeli Premier 
Menachem Begin has reiterated his government’s right to settle 
in the West Bank, and declared that it has no intention to stop 
setting up settlements even during negotiations with Egypt- 

It has become obvious, the newspaper adds, that Israel is not 
only not interested in peace, but has opened “new geographic 
avenues to carry out its aggressive and expansionist policies on 
the pretext of the narrowness of Israel's strategic depth facing the 
eastern front.” 

Washington has said its final word- The Arabs have lost hope 
of waiting for the '‘miracle of American pressure” on Israel to 
make it change Its aggressive attitude built on its swelling military 
power. 

“These daily realities which are a fierce slap in the face of 
Our nation prompt us to question the usefulness of attaching any 

hope to unilateral peace negotiations with Israel at a time when 
Israel is thinking of launching a new aggression against the Arab 
World,” A1 Ra'i says. 

On the same theme, AL DUSTOUR asserts that Israel’s stand 
has not changed and will never change... Menachem Begin’s attack 
on the U:S. president's proposals, which the Americans hold to 
be part of their foreign policy, means that no real American pres- 
sure on Israel had been exercised. 

If there was any pressure, it was applied by Israel on the 
American administration, the newspaper says. 

Israel will only change its position when the forces aligned 
against it from within the area of conflict force it to do so -- 
Arab forces that would reduce Israel to its natural size and “put 
file United States before the difficult choice between pursuing its 
Interests in a wealthy and strategically important Arab region or 
maintaining its suspicious links with the Zionist entity implanted 
in the region's side with the bayonets and dollars of the United 
States.”

Farmers receive over JD 2m. in loans from ACO 

AMMAN, May 8 (JT )./ — The Agricultural Credit Organi- 
sation has given JD 2,112,130 in loans to farmers in dif- 
ferent regions of Jordan since between January 1 and 
April this year, the 'Deputy Assistant Director General 
of the organisation, Burhan Al Sharabi said today. Loans 
extended during April, totalled JD 377,260 invested in 
poultry projects, he added During the first quarter of 
1977 loans worth JD 734,870 were given to 286 fanners.

Leading U.K. firm signs contracts to 
manage Jordan’s resthouses, Petra hotel

AMMAN, May 8 — A leading 
British company has been sig- 
ned on to manage all of Jord- 
an's resthouses in a move that 
appears to signal a get-serious 
attitude among Tourism Mi- 
nistry officials. 

Grand Metropolitan Hotels 
International, the international 
arm of the Grand Metropoli- 
tan Group that is concentrat- 
ing on developing hotel mana- 
gement contracts in the Mid- 
dle East, yesterday signed two 
contracts with Jordanian off- 
icials. 

The first contract, signed 
with the Hotels and Resthou- 
ses Corporation, is to manage 
all of Jordan's 16 existing re- 
sthouses and the new one be- 
ing built at Wadi Rum. for 
a ten-year period. This inclu- 
des the Aqaba Hotel and the 
Petra resthouse- 

The second contract, signed 
with the Tourism Ministry but 
awaiting Cabinet approval, is 
for Grand Metropolitan to ma- 
nage the new 80-bedroom ho- 
tel to be built at Petra, as well 
as to manage the two new 
restaurants at Petra and Je- 
rash. This is also a ten-year 
contract, and, like the first 
one, is renewable. 

Payment for both contracts 
is on the basis of a percentage 
of gross turnover and gross 
operating profit. Grand Metro- 
politan Hotels International 
Director David R. Good told 
the Jordan Times in an inter- 
view here yesterday. 

The company also signed a 
contract over a year ago to 
manage the new 300-room ho- 
tel being built by the Hotels 
and Resthouses Corporation ab- 
ove the Fifth Circle, Jabal Am- 
man. That contract is for 20 
years, and the hotel - - as yet 
unnamed -- plans to open its 
doors by the end of next year, 
Mr. Good said. 

Mr. Good indicated that top- 
quality service and facilities 
would be provided at the re- 
sthouses, in keeping with his 
company's high international 
standards. Some staff may 


have to be brought in from 
abroad, but the aim of Grand 
Metropolitan is to hire and 
train qualified local staff whe- 
never possible. 

But given the explosion in 
hotels in Jordan and the high 
demand for qualified staff that 
wil] continue to be felt for 
the next five years at least, 
some staff members will have 
to be brought hi from abroad, 
the Dubai-based Mr. Good 
said. 

Grand Metropolitan is also 
looking for other business In 
Jordan, such as industrial ca- 
tering to hospitals, airports 
and other such facilities. 

Talks are already underway 
with two privately-owned hot- 
els in Amman and Aqaba ab- 
out signing management con- 
tracts with Grand Metropolitan 
such as those concluded with 
the government. 

One of the things that Grand 
Metropolitan will do now, Mr. 
Good also said, is provide su- 
ggestions to the government 
about the future of the exis- 
ting Aqaba Hotel. 

Senior Tourism Ministry of- 
ficials have told the Jordan Ti- 
mes that tentative plans are 
in hand to build a new and 
much lamer and probably hi- 
gher quality hotel on the site 
of the Aqaba Hotel. 

But there are no firm ideas 
about the size, quality or cost 
of the new hotel, and Grand 
Metropolitan will provide initi- 
al suggestions about the best 
wav to proceed, in view of ex- 
isting and planned facilities at 
Aqaba. 

For example, Mr. Good said,

to cater to the less affluent 


tourists, particularly Jordanian 
residents and nationals.

Aqaba lagoon complex, 
development of south 
coastal strip to get 
a boost this month

AMMAN, May 8. — Long-mo- 
oted plans to proceed with two 
major touristic development 
schemes at Aqaba are both ex- 
pected to get a major boost 
this month, the Jordan Times 
has learned from informed 
sources here. 

The Canadian Company Gen- 
star Limited is to hand in its 
feasibility report on the giant 
Aqaba lagoon and marina com- 
plex during a meeting here 
with Tourism Ministry officials 
on May 15th, an initial indica- 
tions are that the project will 
get a limited go-ahead to pro- 
ceed with building in stages, 
with the idea that further fa- 
cilities can be added on if Aq- 
aba’s touristic development pr- 
oceeds on course. 

The project, as now envisa- 
ged, involves building an inland 
lagoon and marine complex 
around which will rise four 
first-class hotels with a total 
of 1,400 beds, commercial 


areas, a full range of water 
sports and leisure activities, 
and private housing for seve- 
ral thousand people. The pro- 
ject will cover 250 hectares, 
at an estimated cost of at least 
S250 million. 

The other project that will 
get a fresh perk this monrii is 
the development of the south- 
ern coastal strip. At least two 
master plans for the 20-kms- 
long beachfront and hinterland 
have been drawn up over the 
past ten years by American, 
Lebanese and Greek companies. 

Senior officials here say that 
calls will go out Inter this 
month for international consul- 
tants to bid on a project to 
review exi stine plans and come 
up. with a definitive, final mas- 
ter nlan for the southern strip. 

Whether this will be trans- 
lated into action - - unlike the 
first two plans -- remains to 
he s"»»n. hut indintirns from 
thp Touricm Ministrv are that, 
this effort will he more nro- 
riurtlve and more emphatic 
than r»ast ones.

TAIF, Saudi Arabia, May 8 (R). —A committee of six ministers will for- 
mulate the future strategy of the organisation of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC), Ali Mohammad Jaidah, the organisation’s Secretary General, 
said here last nisht. Mr. Jaidah told reporters at the end of an informal 
two-day meeting here of OPEC’s 13 oil ministers, which took the decision, 
that the committee would report to the full ministerial conference, which 
would continue to be OPEC’s supreme body- 






Bat he said it was clear that 
any recommendation which 
commanded the support of mi- 
nisters from six of OPEC’s ma- 
jor producers would be accep- 
ted by the others. 

The committee would com- 
prise the oil ministers of Sau- 
di Arabia, Iran, Iraq, Venezue- 
eia, Algeria and Kuwait, he 
said. 

The six ministers have vet 
to set a date for their first 
meeting, but Iraqi Oil Minis- 
ter Tayeh Abdul Karim told 
Reuters it was unlikely to be 
before the next formal ministe- 
rial conference scheduled for 
June 17 and IS in Geneva. 

Kuwaiti Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ali Khalifeh A1 Sabah said 
after the session the meeting 
was the most productive in his 
memory. 

He told Reuters the agree- 
ment would allow OPEC to en- 
ter a new era in which it would 
play an increasingly powerful 
role in the world in a spirit of 
cooperation. 

He said he was confident 
that divergences over whether 
oil prices should be increased 
from July I. would be overco- 
me, with agreement on OPEC’s 
long-term role overcoming any 
disagreement over short term 
polity. 

Price problems 

Earlier during yesterday’s 
meeting Saudi Arabia held out 


the prospect of a freeze in oil 
prices for the next three or 
four years. 

OPEC sources said the Sa- 
udis told their partners that 
market conditions would not 
justify an oil price rise at pre- 
sent but might do so in 1981 
or 1982. 

Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani, host at 
the informal talks between the 
13 OPEC members, told fellow 
minis ters that the current su- 
rplus in the world oil market 
was expected to persist until 
1981 or 1982, the sources rep- 
orted. 

They quoted him as saying 
that no price increases were 
conceivable before then. 

The sources said Sheikh Ya- 


mani gave a lengthy exposition 
of the reasons for Saudi Ara- 
bia’s support of the U.S. dol- 
lar as the currency in which 
oil is priced. He was quoted 
as saying he belitved the dol- 
lar was already on the road 
to recovery. 

Many ministers at the Taif 
conference, which started on 
Saturday, were anxious about 
the erosion of the purchasing 
power of their oil revenues be- 
cause of the dollar's recent 
decline. 

The sources said Sheikh Ya- 
mani argued that -there was 
no suitable alternative to the 
dollar for oil pricing. His ar- 
guments were said to have 
been supported by Iran's OPEC 
delegate, Mohammad Yaganeh. 


U.S. report finds 

narrower gap ’twixt 
black, white wages 

WASHINGTON. May S (Agencies'! — American blacks 
have narrowed the wage gap with white workers in recent 
years but still have far to go to reach parity, accordmg to 
a survey by the Rand Corporation. 

The non-government body said “black women had out- 
paced black men in achieving equality with ’persistent 3rd 
{dramatic strides* and by 1975 had brought their wages practi- 
cally level with those of white women.” Their menfolk made 
gradual but significant gains but their wages on the average 
were only three-quarters of those earned by white men. 

The researchers added that despite the gains, if the pace 
did not increase, it would take black youths now starting 
work some 30 to 40 years to catch up with whites. 

They attributed the gains to action programmes designed 
to get jobs for minorities 2 nd the elimination of domestic ser- 
vice as the main occupation of southern black women. 

Rand, based in Santa Monica, is a private, non-profit re- 
search centre that studies domestic and national security is- 
sues. 

The researchers said improved education was responsible 
for 47 per cent of the income gains by black men and 33 per 
cent of those by black women. 

The research found that black women had made consider- 
able strides because of government minority hiring program- 
mes, but it added that it could find little evidence black men 
bad gained much from the programmes. 

“Because hiring a black woman met both race and sex 
quotas for employers, the affirmative action thrust may have 
given black women the advantage in the job market,” it said. 

The studies. Race Differences in Earnings: A Survey and 
New Evidence and the Convergence to Racial Equality in 
Women’s Wages, were based on an analysis of population 
surveys by the U.S. Census Bureau involving 320,000 people 
between 1968 and 1975. 


Americans’ greatest worry is inflation 


NEW YORK, May 8 (AP). — 
The prospect of an ever-rising 
cost of living is dimming Ame- 
ricans’ hopes for the future. 

People now say inflation is 
by far the most important is- 
sue facing the country. 

And the public does not see 
President Jimmy Carter’s lar- 
gely voluntary programme to 
control inflation as having mu- 
ch hope for success. 


Turkish lira devalued 


In sum, the latest Associa- 
ted Press-NBC (National Bro- 
adcasting Company) news poll 
found Americans deeply wor- 
ried about the economic forces 
buffeting their lives and un- 
sure just what --if anything 
- - can be done to tame those 
forces. 

The survey, taken last week 
by telephone, came before the 
U.S. government revealed that 
wholesale prices jumped 1.3 
per cent in April while unem- 
ployment dropped to 6 per cent. 


its lowest level in 3 1/2 years. 

The cost of living was nam- 
ed by 42 per cent of those in- 
terviewed as the most impor- 
tant problem facing the Unit- 
ed States. 

Concern over inflation was 
highest among the poorest 
Americans - - those making 
less than $ 5,000 a year - - and 
among what might be called 
the Middle Class -- those with 
family incomes from SI 5,000 
to $25,000.

ANKARA, May 8 (R). — 
The value of the Turkish lira 
was lowered against eight Eu- 
ropean currencies yesterday by 
an average of about three per 
cent, but its rate against the 
dollar and sterling remained ■ 
unchanged. 

Financial observers saw the 
adjustments, announced in -the 
official Government Gazette 
and effective immediately, ss 
reflecting the strength of Eu- 
ropean currencies against the 
dollar. 

On March 1, when the lira 
was last devalued, by 30 per 
cent against the dollar and by 
an average of about 33 per 
cent against European curren- 
cies, there was some criticism 


that the changes did not re- 
flect the decline of the U-S. 
currency. 

Yesterday’s changes lowered 
the value of the lira by almost 
five per cent against the Fr- 
ench franc and nearly three 
per cent against -the Swiss fr- 
anc. 

But the drop against the 
mark, which is important for 
trade with West Germany and 
for remittances from Turkish 
migrant workers, was only of 
just under two per cent to a 
new price of 11.73. 

The main guideline for the 
lira has traditionally been the 
dollar, which has meant per- 
iodic changes in its value ag- 
ainst European currencies.

Soviet scientist claims new surgical method 
could make glasses, contact lenses obsolete 


from the CAR ROLL RIGHTER INSTITUTE

MOSCOW, (AP). — A Soviet 
scientist ha* developed a me- 
thod for surgical correction 
of eyesight that he says could 
make most eyeglasses and co- 
ntact lenses obsolete within 
two decades. 

"I think that in 20 years, 
we’ll see all glasses In muse- 
ums." says Professor Svyato- 
slav Fyodorov, describing his 
microsurgery technique. 

Only about ten per cent of 
current eyeglasses and cont- 
act lens wearers could not be 
helped by his new technique. 
Prof. Fyodorov says. 

New technique 

Prof. Fyodorov's method in- 
volves using tiny precision 
instruments -- with the aid of 
a microscope -- to cut fine 
scratches into the exterior 
surface of the cornea, the 
transparent tissue covering 
the front part of the eye. 

The delicate incisions slice 


through fibers imbedded with- 
in the periphery of the cor- 
nea, thus softening the tis- 
sue. This, in turn, enables 
Prof. Fyodorov to alter the 
optical curvature of the ce- 
ntre part of the cornea, whi- 
ch is crucial to how well a 
person sees. 

Prof. Fyodorov says that 
during the past three years 
he and an associate have per- 
formed more than 500 eye op- 
erations with the microsurge- 
ry technique -- virtually all 
of them showing "beautiful 
results". 

■ "It’s like a miracle,” he said 
in an interview. “It’s difficult 

for me to understand. Even 

after three years, I'm still sur- 
prised.” 

Variations of the microsur- 
gery method have proven ef- 
fective in treating some for- 
ms of farsightedness and asti- 
gmatism. he said. 

Western ophthalmologists 
familiar with Prof. Fyodorov's 
work also have been surprised 
by his apparent successes. 
However, they have voiced 


reservations of any wide-scale 
application pending more res- 
earch of the longer-term eff- 
ects. 

U.S. reaction 

“It's remarkable that (the 
procedure) does work,” said 
Dr. Leo Bores of the Kresge 
Eye Institution in Detroit, Mi- 
chigan. "The question is: Wo- 
uld you use it here on a rou- 
tine basis? I think not.” 

Dr. Bores said he participa- 
ted with Prof. Fyodorov in 
several of the microsurgery 
operations after meeting the 
Soviet eye specialist in Mos- 
cow in 1 976. 

Dr. Bores added that he 
himself was hoping to perform 
his first two such operations 
in Detroit by the end of this 
month. 

In the United States, ne sa- 
id. the Fyodorov technique 
“holds promise for patients 
who cannot tolerate spectac- 
les or contacts” -- for exam- 
ple. an actor who can't wear 
glasses on stage and is unwil- 


ling to adapt to contact len- 
ses. 

But nonetheless, Dr. Bores 
said in a telephone interview, 
American doctors would pre- 
fer that a patient use glasses 
or contacts. 

“Any time you cut tissue 

you entail a risk,” he said. 
“Why would you want to de- 
stroy the integrity of tissue 
If you don’t have to?" 

Dr. Bores said the main 
danger would be from infec- 
tion of the surgical incisions 
in the cornea. Also, he said, 
there was the possibility that 
the corrective effect of the 
operation would eventually 
wear off, thus requiring fur- 
ther treatment 

"He's (Fyodorov) only been 
doing this for three years, 
and on that basis alone, Ame- 
rican physicians are not going 
to stampede to the technique,” 
Dr. Bores said.

Violence grows on Turkish campus

ANKARA, (F.T.) — “Mummy, 
there is a Fascist in our class," 
announced my little daughter 
aged eight recently, upon her 
return from school. 

Perhaps -nothing illustrates 
better the extent to which 
Turkish schools have been po- 
liticised and the age group it 
has seeped down to. 

Nobody has yet been killed 
or wounded in political viol- 
ence in my daughter’s prima- 
ry school. 

But elsewhere third form 
pupils of a primary school we- 
re reported in the press to 
have boycotted their lessons 
in order to get rid of their 
teacher, whose political views 
they did not share 

Escalating violence 

Official statistics show that 
in an average week 130 fights 
occur in Turkish schools and 
universities In which 350 stu- 
dents are taken into police 
custody.

..nfotivatedj! cases of, crime we^’ 
re about”6i0OO in 1977, -double 
those in 1976 and five times 
higher than 1975. In 1977 alo- 
ne 215 people lost their lives 
in feuds between extreme left 
and rightwing factions. 

The escalation of violence 
is continuing, with more th- 
an 120 people killed in the 


More than 120 Turks have lost their lives in political 
violence this year already - - and the political argument 
has now seeped right down to the level of eight-year-old 
schoolchildren. 


first three months of this ye- 
ar. 

Political violence among Tu- 
rkey's left and rightwing fac- 
tions, in which university stu- 
dents are heavily involved, st- 
arted in the late sixties, as a 
campaign against the outmod- 
ed education system and the 
U.S. presence in Turkey. 

By 1971 it bad turned into 
a spectacular communist urb- 
an guerrilla movement aimed 
at the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment and it led to an army 
intervention. The extreme le- 
ft was ruthlessly crushed. 

Rightist revival 

The restoration of the de- 
mocratic system in 1973 saw 
the revival and organisation 
of the extreme right which 
was supported by Prime Min- 
ister Suleyman Demirel and 
his rightwing coalitions as a 
counter-balance against the 
extreme left. 

■‘-Tljje rightists were, and are, 
united under “Ulku Ocaklarl" 
(The Idealists’ Hearth), the 
youth branch of former Co- 
lonel Alparslan Turkes’s ultra- 
right wing Nationalist Action 
Party. Mr. Turkes was Deputy 
Prime Minister in the Demire! 
coalitions and his position he- 
lped his "Idealists”, better 
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known as grey wolves or co- 
mmandos, to infiltrate the bu- 
reaucracy and state instituti- 
ons. 

With both the left and ri- 
ght organised and armed the 
clash took on the proportions 
of a mini civil war. In Chica- 
go gangster style hit and run 
murders many students lost 
their lives. Put simply, the 
left and right were engaged 
in a private war of attrition 
and to establish hegemony 
over campuses. Leftwingers 
would not be allowed into 
rightwing-dominated campuses 
or hostels or vice versa. Th- 
ere have been cases when su- 
ch minority groups could only 
take exams under police esc- 
ort. 

All of this went on against 
a background of inflation ran- 
ging between 25 and 50 per 
cent, unemployment approach- 
ing three million people, ra- 
pid urbanisation and great 
social injustice. 

Poor educational conditions • 

Turkish students have fallen 
prey to politics partly beca- 
use they have little else to do 
and are basically an unhappy 
bunch. The education system 
is antiquated, books are inad- 
equate and when available ex- 
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pensive and scholarships are 
low. Sexual relations between 
boys and girls are almost Vic- 
torian. Student quarters are 
generally speaking miserable 
and classrooms are vastly ov- 
ercrowded. Only a small pro- 
portion of students who grad- 
uate from lycees can enter 
universities. Even a smaller 
percentage can look forward 
to good jobs upon graduation. 

“I have spent 15 years of 
my life at schools,” sa<d a 
young university graduate, 
"and all I got was a diploma, 
nothing else, not even a job.’* 

Many universities have lost 
countless school days in the 
past three years because they 
have had to shut themselves 
down to prevent bloodshed. 
One university in Ankara har- 
dly ever opens. 

Well-to-do parents have ta- 
ken their children out of Tur- 
kish universities and sent th- 
em abroad. The rest worry. 
Recently violence has chang- 
ed tactics, more sophisticated 
methods of bombing and mur- 
ders similar to those of the 
IRA provisionals are becom- 
ing commoner. More than 500 
shops and homes were looted 
and destroyed in an Eastern 
Turkish town when a package 
bomb killed the rightwing - ma- 
yor and three of his relatives. 

This is undermining Turk- 
ey’s democracy in general. To 
the stability of Prime Minister 
Bulent Ecevit’s new left of 
centre administration it is a 
very real threat.

Also, Prof. Fyodorov noted, 
personal vanity has prompted 
many unmarried voung people 
in their 20’s to request the 
treatment. 

Discovery 

Prof. Fyodorov, Director of 
Moscow’s Scientific Research 
Laboratory of Experimental 
and Clinical Problems of Eye 
Surgery, said the microsurge- 
ry technique was discovered 
by accident in 1973. 

A boy was brought to the 
laboratory's clinic after his 
glasses were shattered when 
he was hit In the face by 
another child. Once the glass 
fragments had been removed 
from the boy’s eyes, Prof. 
Fyodorov explained, it was 


found that a tiny shard had 
scratched one of the corneas 
in such a way that the eye 
regained full visual acuity. 

Prof. Fyodorov and his as- 
sociates first sought to sim- 
ulate the same effect on rab- 
bits, then began operating on 
humans the following vear. 

Prof. Fyodorov said that a 
patient is examined carefully 
for three to four years, to de- 
termine whai degree of opti- 
cal correction is needed, al- 
ong with the thickness and 
other characteristics of the 
cornea. 

Special tables are utilised 
to calculate the precise depth, 
length and position of the 
surgical scratches to be made 
on the eye. 

The actual operation Itself 
takes from three to seven mi- 
nutes. using only a local ana- 
esthetic, according to Mr. 
Fyodorov. Patients feel some 
discomfort for a few days, 
hut no bandages or medicat- 
ion are used. 

In cases of mild to mode- 
rate nearsightedness, he said, 
most patients who previously 
had as little as five per cent 
visual acuity without correc- 
tion gain at least 7(1 per cent 
visual acuity within one week 
after the operation.

Officials said Mesrine and 
two other prisoners climbed 
the wall of La Sante Prison in 
central Paris. Police shot and 
killed one of his accomplices
